They would go 
voluntarily, in a special railway 
car, he added. 

Amounts of bail being asked, 
from $5,000 to $25,000, Mr. Ernst de- 
clared were “preposterous.”

THE ONE HOPE FOR PEACI 

General A. D. MeRae of Vancouver is back 
from Europe, “more certain than IT was a year 
ago that we are booked for another war,” after 


a two month trip through Italy, France and 
Great Britain 
Because, “Europe, with the exception of 


Great Britain, is worse off economically and 
politically this year than when I last visited that 
continent.” 

Whether the Senator is right or not about 
the imminence of war, one doesn’t have to visit 
Europe to agree that conditions ‘here are pro- 
gressively bad, economic and political. The 
cables supply every newspaper reader with up- 
to-date and convincing evidence on that point. 

Neither can any thinking person doubt that 
bad economic and political conditions make for 
war, and the disconcerting fact is that sixteen 
years of unceasing effort to improve political 
conditions has shown no success whatever. 
Rather the present state of politics is worse 
than when the war ended. 

When direct efforts fail, it is time to try in- 
direct. Europe has as yet made no discover- 
able attempt to improve economic relation- 
ships as a means to ease the political strain and 
lessen the war liability. And the present out- 
look is that Europe will not dispel the war 
menace until it gets rid of the insanity known 
as economic nationalism, and its peoples start 
trading actively across their jealously guarded 
frontiers. 

Senator McRae, a Conservative, says plainly 
that preparations for war are going ahead as 
economic nationalism grows more deadly to 
trade.

Some very good news for Christmas has 
just reached me. An Indian fisherman living 
at Kyoquot on the west coast of Vancouver 
Island has been presented with a cheque for 
$350 by the Attorney-general of that province as 
compensation for injury to his reputation and

Low Blood Pressure 
Curable 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The normal blood pressure in the adult 
ranges between 120 and 130 and any figure 
above 140 would be considered high blood pres- 
sure while if the blood pressure falls below 110, 
this means (that it is too low. High blood pres- 
sure is easier to cure than low blood pressure 
—it is actually easier to 
reduce the pressure 40 points 
than it is to raise it 20 points. 
Low blood pressure may de- 
note a serious or even dan- 
gerous condition. However, it 
is entirely curable, and the 
patient notes such an increase 
in strength and well-being 
after. the pressure is restored 
to normal that he is satisfied 
that all the effort required to 
raise the pressure has been

well worth while. 

Many conditions may cause low blood pres- 
sure, among them: weakness of the heart, a 
flabby, relaxed tone of the blood vessel walls, 
exhaustion of the vital powers through poison- 
ing from wrong foods or constipation, and 
wasting of nervous energy through destructive 
emotions, etc. 

Law blood pressure frequently precedes the 
development of serious, chronic disorders and 
should be restored to normal if discovered be- 
fore such disorders appear. It also accompanies 
many diseases and is commonly found in tuber- 
culosis of the lungs, diabetes, anemia and is 
common with some of the acute infectious dis- 
orders. For example, at the time you are “com- 
ing down” with a cold, when your muscles ache 
and you are having chills, your blood pressure 
falls temporarily; it is also low in “flu” and 
pneumonia. 

Unless the patient has a doctor test the blood 
pressure he may not suspect that low blood 
pressure is the cause of his distressing and 
alarming symptoms. Some of the usual symp- 
toms are: headache, “that tired feeling,” inabil- 
ity to concentrate, with perhaps numbness of 
the hands and feet, or trembling or nervous 
fear. After any period of strain the patient may 
notice pains through the heart region, through 
the abdomen or in the arms or shoulders. Such 
annoying symptoms as dizziness, rapid beating 
of the heart and discomfort after eating, may 
appear. The one symptom most commonly 
found among low blood pressure patients is an 
alarming fatigue. If you suffer from any of 
these symptoms, it would be a good plan to have 
the pressure tested, to find out if low blood 
pressure is present in your case. If so, then 
you should begin immediately to overcome this 
condition and you will find that the symptoms 
are completely relieved once the blood pressure 
returns to normal, which is from 120 to 130. 


There exists a type of low blood pressure, 
such as that found among the Chinese, which 
is very interesting. According to our figures, 
the entire Chinese race has low blood pressure, 
with no harm to health. Among adults of the 
white race, we occasionally find cases in which 
low blood pressure exists for a long period with 
the patient able to maintain a fair state of 
health, providing he is not placed on any strain.’ 
However, I believe that even in these cases, 
the patient would benefit by a determined effort 
to raise the blood pressure and after it has been 
brought to normal he would find that he has 
gained in strength and vitality and has become 
able to do more and to get more out of life. 


Some general rules to follow in overcoming 
low blood pressure are to use the short fast 
to cleanse the body of accumulated poisons, to 
follow the fast with a careful diet, and to in- 
crease the strength in every way possible. Cer- 
tain physio-therapy treatments are beneficial 
and massage 1s often helpful. If you wish more 
information, I would advise you to secure my 
article on Low Blood Pressure.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1874 a boy was 
born at Berlin, Ontario, who was 
to, soon after he was 45, be Prime 
Minister of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, 

William Lyon Mackenzie King 
was the son of John King, QC., 
and of Isabel Grace, the youngest 
daughter of the great Reformer of 
Upper Canada. Almost from his 
youth William King (only his 
most intimate associates ever 
called him “Billy’) was born to 
lead. This was manifest in school 
and at universities. Carrying into 
full personal operation the “In- 
dustry and Intelligence” which 
his grandfather selected as the 
motto of the city cf Toronto when 
he was its first mayor, William 
King is a striking proof of what 
the application of these two in- 
struments can accomplish. 

His has been a self-made car- 
eer. Whatever he has accom- 
plished he owes to the principles 
instilled into him by his parents, 
and especially by his mother. Wil- 
liam King was not born with a 
silver spoon in his mouth. He had

to make his own life. He had no 
financia] backer. What he be- 
came was due to his own indus- 
try and intelligence.

From the Monthly Commercial 
Letter issued by the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce: 

While the increase in real farm 
purchasing power is encouraging, 
it should not obscure the fact that 
this is still one-third below that 
of 1926 and hardly more than 


one-half that enjoye@ during 
1927-28. It should also be kept 
in mind that this purchasing 


power does not represent the abil- 
ity to purchase luxuries, or to 
spend anything like the propor- 
tion that was spent on improving 
the standard of farm living prior 
to 1929. The courage and ten- 
acity of the Canadian farmer 
during several years of low prices 
and, in some of the most import- 
ant growing areas, of drought 
and low yields, has survived 
what we earnestly hope has been 
the low point of the depression.

Last year, Premier Benne't 
went to Washington to interview 
President Roosevelt. Rumors 
were abroad that Canada hoped 
to negotiate a reciprocal trade 
agreement. Nothing came of it, 
nor is there much prospect of 
Canada under present labor con- 
ditions persuading the United 
States to lower the tariff barriers. 
It does sound like a bitter admis- 
sion of failure when Premier 
Bennett exclaims.

In fear of the 
exchange value of the Canadian 
dollar in New York, Premier 
Bennett's policy has been to cut 
public expenditures to the bone, 
while at the same time imposing 
the most severe burdens of taxa- 
tion ever carried by the people. 
The consequences are apparent 
everywhere in the desperate con- 
ditions of industry throughout 
the country. Wages have been 
driven down to a disgraceful level 
below the margin of existence. 
One million Canadian people are 
on the dole. The parliamentary 
committee of inquiry has brought 
out daily evidence of sweated 
labor and cut-throat competition,
